SACRAMENTO (AP) - A life- 


without-parole bill that supporters 
call an alternative to the death 
penalty cleared the State Senate 
Friday despite arguments that 
most people want capital punish- 
ment. - 


The measure by Sen. Milton 


Marks, R-San Francisco, was sent 
to the Assembly on a 22-9 vote. At 
least 21 votes — a bare majority in 
the 40-seat upper house; — were 
needed for passage'.', 


It was the second time Marks 


had tried to get the bill out of the 
Senate. He fell one vote short when 
he took it up for a vote last April. 


Passage this time around may 


have been aided by increasing 
speculation that Gov.i Brown's veto 
of a death penalty bill.last Friday 
may not be overriden by lawmak- 
ers. 


Brown has said he favors vlife 


without parole for certain crimes 
instead of capital punishment. 


Marks, a death penalty foe, 


said his bill is "an alternative to 
protect the state of California in the 
absence" of capital punishment. 


• If Brown's-veto stands, Marks 


said, California needs a law'to pre- 
vent release of some convicted 
murderers who become eligible for 
parole after seven years of a life 
sentence. 


But Sen. George Deukmejian, 


the Long Beach Republican who 
introduced the death penalty bill, 
said Marks' bill "is nothing like 
what the people of California 
want."

The popular vote in a'1972 initi- 


ative, campaign, produced a death 
penalty law thrown out as unconsti- 
tutional by the State Supreme 


Court last December. 


"The only reason we don't have 


the death penalty on the books 
today, June 3, is last Friday the 
governor vetoed a bill passed by 
two-thirds (of the Senate and 
Assembly). Anything short of that 
will not be what the people directed 
us to do," Deukmejian said..

would be about 7-to-l," he said.

cent, the smallest rise since last 
summer, the Labor .Department re- 
ported. 


M e a n w h i l e , employment 


climbed to a record 90.4 million last 
month, and the jobless rate inched 
down to 6.9 per cent. The WPI 
figure was encouraging because it 
came after a three-month trend of 
1 per cent increases.in the index 
.that gives a preview of what will 
happen to consumer prices in the 
future.

Labor Department experts cau- 


tioned, however, that it only repre- 
sented one month's experience and 
nay not be the start of a reverse 
trend. 


After five consecutive months 


of iarge advances, farm prices fell 
by 2.3 per cent in May.

Christian who understood 
this-Pope .John XXIII. 
Before his death, he com- 
posed a prayer called 
"Act of Reparation," to be 
read in all Catholic 
churches. He died before 
he could introduce his 
prayer into the liturgy.

.the Vatican. The day on 
which it will be unearthed 
and its contents integrated 
into the Christian con- 
science, on that day there 
will be hope for the Spirit 
of God in Christendom..

Sleep is a natural 
process designed to re- 
store us. and keep us free 
of the aches and pains that 
inability to relax, can 
bring. The doctors tell us 
tha,t 
artificially-induced 


sleep and relaxation is not 
nearly so beneficial as 
natural sleep. Yet, in 
America, use of sleeping 
pdls and other drugs has 
become a real problem.

tism, he told a symposium 
of scholars .this week - at 
the University of Notre 
Dame: 


"The sum of these dociK 


ments ... make clear that 
the churches today can no 
longer evade the issue of 
Eucharistic hospitality or 
inter-Communion." 


He said at the grass- 


roots level, Catholics and 
Protestants in m a n y 
places already participate 
in inter-Communion, and 
he called for ''open pro- 
test" to -get the church 
hierarchy to bring official 
practice into line with the 
new 
understandings 


achieved. : : 


"The leadership of all 


the churches can inspire 
little confidence as long as 
it does not show itself 
ready and able to put into 
practice the results of 


theological labor," he 
said. 


"Among the matters 


calling for such realization 
are: the mutual recogni- 
tion ot ministries, the 
extension of Eucharistic 
hospitality and the estab- 
lishment ultimately of full 
Eucharistic communion.". 


However, he said that 


despite the agreements, 
church officials invoke 
stalling tactics that to 
'many seem like "subter- 
fuge to avoid doing what 
has to be done." 


Father Rung's work has 


subjected him to recurrent 
Vatican investigations and 
his latest widely selling 
book, "On Being a Chris- 
tian" (Doubleday) has 
drawn praise of many 
theologians and criticism 
from church authorities.

recognize that they "all 
worship one and the same 
God and acknowledge one

great hope," he said, add- 
ing that if it is "officially 
repressed or driven put of 
the churches, the spiritual 
damages for a long time 
to come will be irrepara- 
ble."

ther reducing pollution, people tend to 
say that increasing jobs is more impor- 
tant than increasing pollution controls," 
according to a'puMic opinion index is- 
sued by Opinion Research Corp.

the report says, adding'that'this in- 
cludes other influential subgroups who 


•generally are the strongest supporters' 


.of environmental safeguards. 


"This attitude is particularly signifi- 


cant," ORC said, "in view of the cur- 
rent debate in and out of Congress over 
whether to make enforcement of cur- 
rent requirements more flexible... with- 
out eliminating the established uniform 
requirements. 


"Indications are thai, no matter 


how much they support strict pollution 
controls," ORC continued, "people 
would taVor a certain degree of flexibil- 
ity, "when justified, in the enforcement 
of environmental standards, rather than 


rigid imposition of requirements across 
the board." 


The report was based on telephone 


interviews with a nations! probability 
sample of 1,003 persons age 18 and over. 


"Only the college-educated lean to- 


ward reducing pollution than achieving 
more economic growth," the study said. 


However, the public does not appear 


• to want industrial growth to take place 


in areas where air quality is higher 
than required by national standards. On 
a regional basis, more people in the 
West than elsewhere in the country be- 
lieve that clean air areas must be kept 
clean, according to ORC. 


THE ORC STUDY comments there 


is a reasonableness — a balance — to 
the public's point of view.
